We had bees greatly annoyed by 
these ball players,“ said Mrs Benisch 
Monday, as she was propped up in bed 
with her head bandaged. “They dis- 
turbed us with their noise and had 
broken many windows in our house. My 
husband said he would go out and tell’ 
the crowd to leave, but I was afraid) 
they would attack him, so I went and 
spoke to the players. 

„1 went out there three times, dut 
the boys paid no attention to.me. While 
most of them were apparently under 
20, the leader was apparently * or 3 
years ond. . 

“The fourth time I went out I, took 
a small pistol that the children had 
been playing with. It was broken and 
wus absolutely harmless, but I thought 
maybe it would frighten the boys.

He 
was a clerk at that time, but resigned 
his position and assisted her at her 
fruit stand, 

When “Apple Mary“ came to St. Louis 
more than 30 years ago she was the 
young bride of John Gotte, and they es- 
tablished a fruit stand on Third street, 
between Market and Chestnut. The wed- 
ding was not a happy one, and they 
were divorced. Shortly after she estab- 
lished herself at the entrance to the 
Merchants’ Exchange her first husband 
died. She remained a widow for many 
years, until she married De Rossi. The 
ceremony was performed by a justice, 
and after she was seized with her last 
inness the ceremony was repeated by a 
priest. 


A month ago she was stricken. Dr. 
Louis E. Barricelli treated her, and 
about a week ago he ordered her sent 
to Mullanphy Hospital. She underwent 
an operation, but it was not successful, 
and a few hours later, with her hus- 
band by her side, she peacefully passed 
away.

ANGERED BY SCANDALS 


Developments in Agricultural 
Department Started by Cot- 
ton Leak Exposures Grow.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Angered to 
a point almost beyond endurance, Sec- 
retary Wilson has gone to Oyster Bay 
to lay his troubles before President 
Roosevelt. The Secretary feels that the 
President needs a few facts at first 

hand. 
Secretary Wilson has been held re- 


ton report scandal and others now de- 
veloping almost daily in his department. 
It is argued that matters of this char- 
acter should not have been permitted 
to go on for years immediately under 
his nose. 

Wher Secretary Cheatham of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ Association 
made charges of crookedness in the 
Statistical Bureau Mr. Wilson reluctant- 
ly consented to an investigation by se- 
cret service officers.

charges were sustained he dismissed 
Holmes and pronounced the incident 
closed. 

The President was not satisfied with 
this summary ending of a nasty scan- 
dal. He instructed Attorney-General 
Moody to take the matter u, reinves- 
tigate the whole subject and if pogsible 
bring criminal prosecutions against all 
concerned. This worried Mr. Wilson. 
In the meantime Statistician Hyde re- 
signed and hurriedly left the United 
States when the Federal grand jury 
here was called in special session to 
. up the cotton cases. In doing this 
he broke a solemr pledge to Mr. Wilson 
that he would remain until the affair 
was onded. 

On the heels of all this trouble came 
the resignation of Prof. Moore, alleged 
to have had some connection with a 
nitro-culture concern. And now there 
is talk of a further investigation and 
an effort to prosecute Prof. Moore. 

So many ends developed from the cot- 
ton scandal that Secretary Wilson could 
not keep track of them. tie worried 
until an attack of acute indigestion, or 
heart failure, confined him to his apart- 
ments for a day or two. Then came 
rumors that because of all the scandals 
in his department Mr. Wilson would 
soon retire. This was the iast straw 
for the Secretary. He lost his temper 
and determined to ley his troubles per- 
sonally before the President,

Track elevation or depression of the railroads en- 
@ | tering a city means the abolition of grade crossings. 
This saves many lives annually. But it also means 
a great saving to the railroads, in the maintenance 
of gates, towers and watchmen. 

Chicago’ is the pioneer city in track elevation. 
Stimulated by public opinion, the Chicago railways, 
acting with the city duthorities, are rapidly doing 
away with the dangerous grade crossing, by elevat- 
ing or depressing the tracks and building bridges 
wherever they are required. It is estimated that 
by the year 1915 all the tracks in Chicago and her

mean a total outlay of about $44,000,000. But the 
annual saving to the railroads will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $5,000,000. Five million dollars a year 
on an output of $44,000,000 is a very good invest- 
ment. The saving to the public will be in life and 
limb, besides the saving in time and money due 
to the removal of the obstacles to vehicle traffic 
caused by the grade crossing. 

Is it not time for St. Louis to take up this im- 
portant problem? No step is being taken here to 
abolish the grade crossing, in spite of the many ac- 
cidents, frequeritly involving loss of life.

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THE COW IN THE BEDROON. 

It is said that the health authorities of New Or- 
leans, when investigating the sanitary conditions 
of the poor Italian quarter of the city, discovered 
a cow in the third story of a dwelling house. The 
story goes that the cow was taken up there when 
she was a calf and has grown to mattrity in the 
owner's bedroom. It was further discovered that a 
woman was busy milking a goat which was tied 
at the foot of a bed in which her husband was dying 
of yellow fever. 

The cow in the bedroom is a medieval condition 
which was once alniost universal. The masses did not 
have two or three story slum dwellings in the Middle 
Ages, but in their low hovels the cow, if there was 
one, and the pig and goat were housed along with 
the children and the chickens.

As a consequence of this ignorance, poverty and 
neglect of sanitary conditions, plagues raged in 
hearly every decade, and sometimes almost depop- 
ulated countries. 

With our enormous immigration from the back- 
ward European countries, it is evident that we are 
also importing cow-in-the-bedroom ideas and con- 
ditions, As our total immigration during the past 
12 months was more than a million persons, it is 
more than ever necessary for health authorities to 
maintain a constant supervision over the environ- 
ment of the poor in the large cities, unless we desire 
to see medieval conditions, with their terrible conse- 
quences, duplicated.

SUMMER DRINKS 


Cheaply Made at Home. 
O of the prettiest accomplish- 


ments of the summer girl is the 

art of mixing palatable summer 
drinks. The home manufacture of such 
beverages also means a saving of 
money, as they are cheaper to make 
than to buy. A delightful refreshing 
mixture is the “St. Louis punch.” To 
each glass is given the juice of one 
large lemon, two tablespoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar, one-half wineglassful of 
the best Jamaica rum; fill up with Eng- 
lish soda water. Place the mixture in 
the shaker with a quantity of shaved 
ice and shake until well chilled; then 
strain and serve. To frappe anything 
put your drink in a tall glass with pow- 
dered ice and invert the me shaker 
over it.. Hold the two together firmly 
and agitate rapidly for a few seconds. 
Then strain. If a reguiar shaker is not 
at hand, an ordinary fruit jar will do 
very well, 

French Egg Pique is r made 
and is very refreshing on a hot day. 
Two tablespoonfuls of fruit syrup, any 
flavor desired; one egg, yolk and white, 
broken in glass. Fill with bottled soda 
that has been iced, mix thoroughly with 
shaker until foamy, pour out, add a 
dash of phosphate, sprinkle over the top 
a little grated nutmeg or fresh ground 
cinnamon, according to taste. 

Sanee Amour.”—Take the juice of 
three lemons and two oranges and the 
grated rinds of one orange and one lem- 
on. Stick a lemon with cloves and hold 
over the fire until it is thoroughly roast- 
ed; then cut in thin slices, add a hand- 
ful of fresh rose petals, one large cup 
of honey. Pour. boiling water over all 
and let cool gradually. When ready to 
serve chill in a shaker. Serve in lem- 
onade cups. A plate of crisp wafers is 
in good keeping with any service which 
includes sweet beverages. 

Substitute for Mint Julep.—Into a 
half giass filled with shaved ice piace 
two or three sprigs of mint. With the 
masher crush the mint until the leaves 
are reduced to a pulp. Add four table- 
spoonfuls of either sherry or grape juice 
and fill the glass with seltzer. Shake, 
strain and serve with fresh mint pro- 
truding from the glass. 

Temperance Punch.—Upon a table- 
spoonful of good tea pour two quarts 
of boiling water. Have ready the juice 
and peelings of three lemons and one 
orange in a small punchbowl, and when 
the tea has steeped for five minutes 
pour the hot, clear fluid on the juice and 
skim through a strainer. This decoc- 
tion, sweetened with half a pound of 
sugar, should cool slowly and then be 
placed in an ice chest. Small glasses 
of the tall variety are the best for 
serving this drink. The preliminary 
mixing should be done in private, and 
when you are ready to serve bring the 
pitcher dnd glasses out on a neat tray. 
Into each glass pour half an inch of 
fruit syrup, then pour in the tea until 
they are three-fourths full. The giass 
may be filled with aha ved ice or with 
soda water. 

Sliced pineapple and a few slices of 
orange form a good addition to this. 
Serve with or without straws. 

A beverage that is a favorite with 
men is frosted coffee. Make strong 
coffee, and have it hot. Fill a glass 
half full of shaved ice, one heaping 
teaspoonful of powdered sugar. Pour 
the hot coffee over and pile high with 
whipped cream. 


Fruit Frappe.—-Two tablespoonfuls 
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of sugar; te ot the Umes, lemons 
and oranges: — the white ana 
slice the also the pineappie; pour 
over one —5 of hot water, let stand 
for 2% hours, then strain. Add one quart 
of shaved ice, one quart of g00d claret, 
oné quart marashino cherries, half a 
pineapple in cubes.

ODD MOMENT STUDY

was defective need not despair. 
He can, if he chooses, acquire a 
liberal education at odd moments. 

Grant, Lincoln, Garfield, each of these 
knew educational restrictions in early 
youth, supplying many deficiencies later, 
as occasion offered. 

President Roosevelt accomplishes im- 
portant reading in spare and odd mo- 
‘ments most people would thoughtlessly 
waste. 

A number of eminent physicians have 
performed wonders in brief and occa- 
sional periods of study. A German doc- 
tor contrived to memorize the entire 
Iliad in Greek while passing from one 
patient to another. Dr. Rush studied in 
his carriage while making visits, thus 
preparing the useful books written later. 

Henry Kirk White is said to have 
learned Greek while walking to and 
from a lawyer's office. Elihu Burritt 
acquired mastery of 18 languages and 
22 dialects in the scattered and scanty 
moments stolen from his regular occu- 
pation of blacksmith. He always main- 
tained that he had no special linguistic 
talent, but merely improved the time. 

Washington studied his hardest when 
no longer young, as did the Duke of 
Wellington. Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, 
equally famous as nervous specialist and 
author, is a living object lesson in the 
successful utilization of odd moments 
for intellectual pursuits. Sir Walter 
Scott worked in similar -manner. 

A Chicago janitor not long since won 
a prize for a striking oil painting. He 
had worked and studied in odd moments 
for years. 

The profession of authorship might be 
adjudged as particularly needing a 
classical education, but some of the 
greatest American authors ve en- 
joyed no such training. Samuel L. 
Clemens (Mark Twain), George William 
Curtis, Bret Harte are numbered 
among these. Willlam Dean Howells, 
master of style and language, acquired 
much of his professional education in 
the experience school. 

In every age, clime and possible or 
imaginable variety of work similar rec- 
ords might be almost unendingly dupli- 
cated. But little less numerous are the 
present day opportunities and aids of 
the higher education that may be ac- 
quired while earning a living. The man 
or woman who today remains uneducat- 
ed lacks the right kind of inclination 
or will.

realize that it plays so important a part 
in one’s social iife. The first point to 
remember is to try to modulate the 
voice. A naturally high-pitched, harsh 
voice can easily be trained so that 
eventually it will be soft and musical. 
Every one appreciates the sweet-toned 
voices of the English women, and there 
is no reason why the voices of the 
American women should not be the 
same, if proper attention is paid to their 
training. . 

We should also try to speak correctly, 
avoid all slang and provincialism and 
enunciate all the words as clearly as 
possibie. 

If one wishes to be really entertain- 
ing in conversation she must not only 
have culture and a ready wit, but she 
must have sympathy, simplicity and sin- 
cerity, and, above all, a real interest in 
her subject. 

The following rules are safe ones to 
follow: 

Look people in the face when you talk 
to them. Talk often, but never long, so 
as to give others an opportunity of ex- 
pressing their opinions, and show a cour- 
teous respect for another’s point of 
view. In arguments give fair play, and 
if the discussion continues beyond the 
limit of good taste let the matter drop. 

Sometimes you know “silence is gold- 
en.“ This is unquestionably true in re- 
gard to gossiping. 

“Talk of things, not people,“ is a safe 
rule to follow. And if one must talk of 
people, tell of their good qualities, not 
their faults and fal ings. Indiscriminate 
praise is absurd and weakens one's judg- 
ment. 

If you are. easily embarrassed you 
should force yourself to talk and become 
accustomed to the sound of your own 
voice, but do not feel obliged to talk in- 
cessantly. Try to be perfectly natural 
and at ease and always ready with 
small courtesies, even with children and 
servants. 

A sympathetic and responsive listener 
is as much to be desired as one who can 
talk well.

vided it does not get too big. 


Again no manufacturer ex- 
pects a permanent condition of 
embarrassment in filling his or- 
ders—either the demand slacks 
up or he in¢reases his facilities 
to allow him to supply the great- 
er demand. 

Of all the times to advertise 
perhaps the time when the man- 
ufacturer has the most orders in 
hand is one of the best—adver- 
tising cannot be instantly pro- 
ductive of results—it takes time 
for the consumer to become ac- 
quainted with your brand, and 
time for the consumer to affect 
the retailer, who in turn gives 
you an indication that your ad- 
vertising is productive by in- 
creasing the size of his orders.
